on the telegraph companies and the 
Associated Press to force compliance 
with, union demands.

Times -and Rock/y Mountain News 
and the Denver Post have called 
upon the Associated Press to grant 
the concessions the operators seek, 
and declared their willingness 
to 


share the increased expense. 


ARBITRATION NOT PROBABLE. 


Washington, 
Aug. 19. — While 


no positive information on this point 
can .be obtained, it is understood 
that Charles"P. ~ Neill, United States 
commissioner 
of labor, has practi- 


caly given up hope, at least for the 
present, of effecting through arbi- 
tration or mediation 
a settlement 


between the 
striking telegraphers 


and the telegraph companies. 


Commissioner Neill 
refuses 
to 


make any comment on the situation. 


New York, Aug. 19.—Daniel L. Rus- 


sell of the telegraphers' board of 
strategy, says he will appear before 
Attorney General Jackson and ask 
that action be instituted in the courts 
to annul the charters of both the 
Western Union and Postal companies. 
He says he will present a mass of evi- 
dence that the companies have been 
forwarding messages by mail and ex- 
press after collecting full telegraph 
tolls. He will further charge that mes- 
sages have been shipped to New York, 
copied on the proper blanks at the 
main offices and delivered as though 
they had actually come over the wire. 


The parties to the strike took things 


easier, and the usual claims and coun- 
ter-claims of the day's developments 
were not made public. There was lit- 
tle doing at strike headquarters, and 
nearly all of the higher officials of the 
Western Union and Postal telegraph 
companies spent the day out of town. 
Those left in charge of the companies' 
offices said that business was moving 
smoothly. 
Representatives of 
the 


strikers stated that reports received 
were favorable from the standpoint of 
the men who are out. It was stated 
that the strikers had decided to begin 
at once the publication of a daily paper 
which would set forth the strikers' 
Bide of the controversy. 
The special 


leased wire news service was mater- 
ially improved throughout the country. 


The messenger boys will likely be 


organized into a formal union Wednes- 
day. They have asked the American 
Federation of Labor for'a charter.

City Plants Are Inefficient. 


In 1902 the United States department 


of commerce and labor published a 
special census report on electric light 
and power stations, compiled by T. 
Commerf ord Martin, editor of the Elec- 
trical World and a recognized author- 
ity on the subject 
A comparison of 


the statistics of municipal and private, 
plants given in this report demon- 
strates the far greater efficiency of the 
latter, as the following table shows:

•Only operative wage earners are con- 


sidered, because in a large number of mu- 
nicipal plants all or part of the clerical 
•work Is done by other departments. The 
operative -wage earners, however, perform 
the same duties in both municipal and 
private plants.

On the basis of wage earners em- 


ployed the output of municipal plants 
is only 72 per cent of that of private 
plants, and in spite of the lower wages 
paid in municipal plants their output 
per $1 of wages is only 61 per cent 
of that of private plants. The chief 
loser by this relative inefficiency is of 
course the public that pays the bills.

"Can't she be made to have it?" I 


inquired. 


'•That isn't tip to me," the little wo- 


class of scholars. I euu't make over 
their dispositions. That is home work 
for the mother. 
Children are born 


lazy. It is the mother's province to 
awaken interest and energy in them. 
If the good work is not done when 
they are young they will never pos- 
sess any impulse to rise in 
the 


world. I know perfectly good mothers 
•who mean well, but because they al- 
low their children to be .-atisfied with 
themselves and -w.th their surround- 
ing conditions the^e children have no 
more ambition than clams." 


"But isn't that teaching them to be 


discontented?" I put in. 


"They should be discontented up to 


a certain point. To stand still means 
to go back. Besides, we were intend- 
ed to progress. Each generation should 
do better than the last-«-should make 
itself stronger in every point. If moth- 
ers only would say to their children: 
'Here. Johnny or Susie,' as the case 
may be, 'you have this talent. If you 
cultivate it you will amount to this or 
that.' or 'You ha\e this bad fault. 
If you don't get rid of !t now you will 
never succeed in. the world. 
It will 


always hurt, you.' 
But they hardly 


ever do talk that way. It's only laay 
discontent that does harm. The dis- 
content that pushes and pulls and 
shoves and makes things better is a 
noble instinct that a mother should 
put in the heart of every child. Not 
to have ambition is to be dead to half 
the purpose of life. 


As to Food Values. 


The head teacher of a cooking school 


says she would like to revise the cur- 
riculum of girls' schools. She would 
introduce a course, not of cooking, as 
some of the girls might never find that 
of use, but of food values, which every

greasy things. Xow, spinach with ham 
costs more than plain spinach certain- 
ly, and the ro.iSt veal with its dressing 
(which meat gives hardly any nourish- 
ment) came to more than a good steak 
would. 


It's decidedly a woman's business to 


learn what it* rno^t nourishing at the 
price for the members of her family as 
well as what they should eat to build 
up their different weaknesses.

Instance* of the Celebrated Violinist'* 


Appreciation of Humor. 


There are not a few people who pos- 


sess the Idea that the late Joseph Joa- 


I chim, the celebrated Hungarian mas- 
ter violinist, was a man of somewhat 
stern disposition, with little or no ap- 
preciation of humor. 
The following 


Btory from his biography, written by 
•Andreas Moser. goes a long way to dis- 
pel this misconception, says the Detroit 
News-Tribune: 


Once, at a dinner party with his inti- 


mate friends, the sisters Anna and Ju- 
lie von Asten, Joachim asked: 


"Do tell me why you have no red 


wine on your table today." 


One of the hostesses replied: 
"My dear Joachim, you told us last 


time you were here that you did not 
like wine with your dinner, and there- 
fore we ordered Munich beer." 


"Today I want some wine very 


much,1' said the violinist, "for I think 
it much whoiesomer than beer." 


Naturally the ladies hastened to ful- 


fill the wishes of their guest and com- 
missioned their servant to purchase 
wine from a neighboring wine mer- 
chant. With a hearty laugh Joachim 
stopped them and, feeling in the breast 
pocket of his coat, produced the fol- 
lowing letter, which he proceeded to 
read to his astonished hostesses: 


Honorable Herr Professor—Having heard 


that you move in good society, we per- 
mit ourselves to ask if you feel disposed 
to recommend new customers to our firm. 
You could in this way with great ease con- 
siderably augment your income, for on 
every order you would receive a com- 
mission of 25 per cent. Faithfully yours, 


The whole maneuver with the red 


wine was only In order to see how far 
he was qualified for such a post, and 
the explanation of his ruse was re- 
ceived with roar's of laughter. 


Joachim was in the habit of Inter- 


rupting his lessons in violin playing 
with pointed remarks showing a lively 
sense of humor, says the Chicago 
News. One day a pupil, who was a 
native of Koenigsberg, played the 
adagio from the ninth concerto of 
Spohr. Although he played It correct- 
ly, It was a dry performance, and Joa- 
chim remarked: 


"My dear B., it is no disgrace to 


have been born in the 'city of pure 
reason,' but if I were you I would not 
show it in my playing." 


To another pupil, who had played 


the finale from a Mendelssohn concer- 
to very stolidly and heavily, he re- 
marked, "I beg for the next lesson 
that the elves do not come to dance in 
riding boots." 


Another youth could not execute a 


figure that was ornamented with bril- 
liant shakes to his satisfaction. 
In 


order to make the character of the 
passage clear to the pupil Joachim 
said, "That passage is meant for a 
garland jwith blossoms hanging on it— 
not potatoes."

Left Waiting at the Church. 


To understand the political impor- 


tance of the Swedish prince's engage- 
ment to the Russian grand duchess it 
is necessary to take a little excursion 
into history, though by no means into 
ancient history. About 120 years ago, 
when Jean Baptiste Jules B'ernadotte, 
private soldier of F.ranee, was climbing 
out of the ranks on his first steti to- 
ward the throne of Sweden and Nor- 
way, 
the Empress Catherine of Russia 


arranged a marriage between one of 
her nieces and a son of the king of 
Sweden. 
At the eleventh hour the 


Swedish prince balked. He failed to 
make his appearance to claim his bride. 
She was left, literally, waiting at the 
church, with the great Catherine in a 
mighty mifi thereat. This insult was 
responsible for the placing of the Ber- 
nadottes upon the Swedish throne.

He made so bold as 
to build the present Russian capital on 
eoil that actually belonged to Sweden. 
He had set his eye aloug the Scandi- 
navian peninsula with the purpose of 
extending his boundaries to the sea, 
thus acquiring a Russian port on the 
Atlantic. But Peter died before he 
could accomplish this. He left a se- 
cret will, one section of which en- 
joined his successors to carry out his 
dream of acquiring an Atlantic sea- 
board. Some historians hold that this 
so called will, which was not produced 
iiuiu i'eier bail been dead about a hun- 
dred years, was manufactured by Na- 
poleon.

The Sailor Prince. 


Prince Wilhelm is the second son 


of the crown prince of Sweden. He 
is known as the sailor prince, having 
taken tip the naval profession. The 
real object of his coming to America 
has nothing to do with Newport. His 
grandfather, King Oscar, has sent him 
over in response to an invitation from 
President Roosevelt, who desired a 
Swedish representative to visit the' 
Jamestown Teccentennial exposition. 
Charles-W. Kohlsaat, European com- 
missione<tfor the exposition, presented 
the invitation at the Swedish court. 
As a war vessel also was desired for 
display in Hampton Roads, opposite 
the exposition, the king appropriately 
assigned the sailor prince, who is a 
lieutenant on the Swedish 
cruiser 


Fylgia, a fine new vessel which has 
been rushed to completion so that it 
might arrive In time to take part in 
the festivities of Swedish week at the 
exposition, beginning Aug. 19 and con- 
tinuing to Aug. 24. 


The prince, of course, is docketed for 


various ban-, lets at the Jamestown ex- 
position and likewise in New York and 
Newport. By the time he leaves Amer- 
ica he will have discovered one potent 
fact—namely, that in the United States 
the injunction to eat drink and be mer- 
ry applies to princes as well as to ple- 
beians and plutocrats. 


In Love With a Princess. 


In his own right Prince Wilhelm Is 


quite an interesting young fellow. He 
Is In love, and with a very pretty prin- 
cess. The further fact that this prin- 
cess, whose title is grand duchess and 
whose name is Maria Pavlovna, is a 
first cousin of the czar of Russia adds 
largely to the interest of the outside 
world in this romance. 
Only two 


months ago Prince Wilhelm surprised 
his fellow Swedes and everybody else 
by announcing his betrothal to the fair 
young Grand Duches* Maria. It seems 
that the young prince accompanied his 
mother on a visit to the latter's rela- 
tives at Karlsruhe and took occasion 
to continue along to Moscow and St. 
Petersburg. On this trip he met the 
beautiful seventeen-year-old daughter 
of the Grand Duke Paul, and the sailor 
prince naw a light that never was on 


it to Russia, the Swedish king being 
driven into exile with his immediate 
family. 
His aged uncle succeeded 


him. 
The new king was childless and 


feeble. 


Born In France in 1764, J. B. J. Ber- 


nadotte was the son of a humble coun- 
try lawyer or notary. At seventeen he 
entered the army, serving in the ranks 
for nine years, when he was made a 
subaltern. 
After that his rise was 


rapid. Events accumulated. The rev- 
olution, the reign of terror, the di 
rectory, the consulate and the empire 
rapidly followed. Bernadotte proved 
to be a soldier of great qualities. He 
was war minister at thirty-five, and 
Napoleon made him a marshal. Napo- 
leon, it is believed, always rather dis- 
liked Bernadotte. But the man fought 
valiantly and well, so the emperor 
could not withhold rewards. He made 
Bernadotte prince of Ponte-Corvo. Na 
poleon found it easy to create kings 
and princes out of common humanity, 
but the only one thus created who 
founded what seems to be a perma- 
nent dynasty was bis marshal Berna- 
dotte, whom he did«iot like. 


A Soft Snap. 


To the Prince of Ponte-Corvo, other- 


wise the sou of the country notary, 
was offered the dignity of standing as 
crown prince of Sweden. Beruadotte 
accepted the job with alacrity. It look- 
ed like a soft snap, and, in fact, it was. 
Not that Bernadotte desired an easy 
berth, for he was an energetic and 
tireless worker, but if he could get into 
a throne by simply walking up the 
steps rather than wading to it in blood 
it was desirable. The decrepit old king 
died in ISIS. Bernadotte became king 
of Sweden under the title of Charles 
XIV. 
He had changed his name and 


his religion, becoming a Protestant, to 
be eligible to the crown prince^hip. 
Either of those things was easy for a 
Frenchman in those days. 


But before Beruadotte became king 


he led a Swedish army, with other Eu- 
ropein allies a^ain^t his old com- 
mander. Nnpoleon. and at Lfip^ic ren- 
dered distinguished service, fighting 
against regiments which had been in 
his old command when be was a mar- 
shal of France. 


Beruadotte. or Charles XIV., annex- 


ed Norway to Sweden, making a dual 
monarchy until two years nso. when 
Norway broke up the arrangement and 
set up housekeeping for herself, get- 
ting for king a prince who had tc 


of the two nations. 
In view of all 


these facts, all of us are constrained to 
hope that the prince will get a,wny 
from Newport without any permanent 
injury to his digestion. 


Make Good Citizens. 


The prince's coming is of intimate 


interest to several millions of Ameri- 
cans who never saw Newport. These 
are the Americans of Swedish nativity 
or blood. There are so many of them 
that practically whole states in our 
middle northwest are permeated with 
them. 
Governor John. A. Johnson of 


Minnesota, a man of Swedish blood, is 
being mentioned as a possible candi- 
date for the presidency. Both houses 
of congress have bad in their member- 
ship Swedes 
Swede is a 


of high ability. The 
considerable factor in 


American industry. In agriculture par- 
ticularly he is a hisrirly useful citizen. 
He is thrifty, industrious aiirl scientific. 
He knows bow to farm, and he can 
make cheese fit to tempt the palate of 
King Oscar. As a practical dairyman 
the Swede is unsurpassed. He lias de- 
veloped vast districts in several of our 
states. Some of the towns are so Swe- 
dish that you can tell it by the voices 
of the peopie at the postoffice. 
It re- 


quires' a generation or two to eliminate 
the linguistic brogue, but only a brief 
acquaintance with local conditions is 
required to make the Swede a good 
American citizen. No immigrants are 
more desirable than those from the land 
ruled by descendants of Bernadotte. 


Though the expatriated Swede loves 


America, he still loves the land of his 
birth, and his children born here share 
In some measure the affection for the 
parent's fatherland. They are thor- 
ough American1;, both the immigrant 
and bis children, and would rnthe. 
have one president than n dozen kinjrs 
and princes. Nevertheless, tho Bcrna- 
<3otte<; have rule;! Sweden with a lisbt 
and tender hsrnd. they have worked to 
develop r.nd advance the country, and 
there is a kindly feeling for the ven- 
erable King Oscar and his sou and 
grandsons.

The 
railroad business done in one of these 
tovrns where irrigation has called the 
people together in a new social or- 
ganization is astonishing to any one 
who has not marie himself familiar 
with such progress 
It is well illus- 


trated in the towns of the Arkansas 
valley from Pueblo eastward into Kan- 
sas. There is little if :'iiy land in that 
whole region which, having a good wa- 
ter right, can be bought for less than 
S200 an acre. 
Mu<-h of it is held at 


?300 and over. The towns of Kocky 
Ford, La Junta, Las An!raas, Lamar, 
Granada, Holly and Garden City are 
all thriving centers of trade, most of 
them having large factories for the 
manufacture of beet sugar. It is only 
a question of time when the same con- 
ditions tnu«t prevail in the newer re- 
jrons and the laud v::Iues must go to 
the same figures.

dwfre from each newborn center of 
trade and culture. 
Eastern money 


pays for most of the large irrigating 
systems and then twelves trlbut*> gen- 
erously In two ways—first by the re- 
turn of the principal and interest, then 
by the profits on millions of dollars' 
worth of merchandise sold to the grow- 
ing communities through periods of 
many years. The advantage becomes 
a reciprocal one. the irrigated re? on 
producing foodstuffs and exchanging 
them for the manufactured products of 
the eastern centers. 
Successful agri- 


culture makes a prosperous nation, and 
this progress her? noted in reclaiming 
the desprn lands is of vital importance 
to the whole people. 


One other point I wish to make—the 


importance of desert agriculture to the 
stock raising interests. 
The stock 


grower has had to give up portions of 
the public range to Hie irrigntor, luit 
he receives a substantial return. One 
of the most profitable of easily grown 
crops under irrigation is alfalfa, which 
makes an exceedingly nutritious for- 
age for cattle and sheep. To have the 
western markets well supplied with 
hay enables the stock 
grower 
fre- 


quently to tide over seasons of scant 
feed or of animial severity without 
loss. It has happened in the past that 
thousands of cattle have died on the 
ranges durinc prolonged storms, either 
from exposure or want of feed or from 
exposure l>ecau.se they were poorly fed 
and in a weakened condition. A sup- 
ply of alfalfa, available in cases of 
necessity, will iu the future greatly 
reduce the winter losses among range 
herds4 both of sheep and cattle. As the 
meat supply of the east comes largely 
from these western ranges, here aguin 
the welfare of the east is affected by 
this development in the desert. 


Pursuing the subject further, the 


mining interests In which millions of 
eastern capital are invested are direct- 
ly benefited by the improved agricul- 
ture. None of the mining states has 
raised its own supplies, and the high 
wages which prevail in mining camps 
are largely due to the excessive cost 
of food. The diversified agriculture 
of the irrigated regions in the moun- 
tain valleys of Colorado and on the 
western slope, producing an abun- 
dance of grains, vegetables and fruits. 
will help to reduce the high cost of 
mining and thereby tend to increase 
the profits from mining investments 
in this highly mineralized state, as it 
will in other states of 
the Rocky 


mountain region. 


The extensive development under ir- 


rigation has gone on with little trum- 
peting or noise of any sort, a"nd the 
great populations of the eastern state? 
are almost unaware of the changes 
that are being wrought in economic 
conditions in the Rocky mountain and 
Pacific states. Perhaps the reason for 
this uoiselessness of procedure is due 
to the readiness of people to take pos- 
session of the irrigated lands. A man 
who is at the head of a comparatively 
obscure project embracing only 30,000 
acres told me that he had received 
6,000 letters of inquiry in regard to the 
lands under the system built by his 
company. Three hundred of the 0.000 
taking 100 acres apiece wouid have 
taken the entire tract.

19.—Much'excitement has been caused 
lere by the invasion of Venezuelan 
territory by Captain Calder, in com- 
mand of a small frontier force from 
British Guiana, and seizure of a quan- 
tity of balata (the gum of the bullet 
tree, used for insulating wires, etc.), 
which it is alleged had been collected 
on British territory. Captain Calder's 
force Tj'ent down the Barima river and 
crossed the boundary into Venezuelan 
territory, where Captain Calder*"kt tbe 
point of a revolver, demanded that the 
Venezuelan commissioner surrender to 
him 4,000 pounds of balata. The com- 
missioner gave up the gum. He has 
made a protest, however, to President 
Castro and the British consul here 
against the seizure of the balata and 
the invasion of Venezuelan territory. 
Fears are entertained of retaliation at 
Morawhanna, the 
British 
frontier 


headquarters. 
There has been much 


trouble over the balata trade for some 
time, and the British 
officials have 


made strong attempts to prevent illicit 
trading in the gum. 


"IDAHO CASE 


Illinois Mayor Says 
Waterworks 


Are Wastefully Operated. 


In asking the couueil of Galesburg, 


111., for an investigation of the water 
department Mayor Shiunway of that 
city brought out some rather startling 
facts. 
He states that receipts from 


rentals are $1,400 a month and that 
$1.000 a month may fairly be allowed 
for hydrants, yet the operating ex- 
penses are ?2,500, which thus exceed 
the income, although, according to the 
report, there is no allowance for depre- 
ciation or sinking fund and apparently 
none for interest on the $300,000 in- 
vestment. 


Even more remarkable is the mayor's 


statement that three-quarters of the 
water pumped is unaccounted for. To 
quote: 


"From this condition of affairs it is 


manifest that the amount of water re- 
ported pumped is grossly exaggerated, 
or the leakage unaccounted for de- 
mands prompt and careful investiga- 
tion."

Hold* the RM! Sources of the People's 


Wealth Have Not Yet Been Affected 
by the Slump—Terse Review of the 
New York Stock Market—Financiai 
Outlook. 


New York, Aug. 19.—Financial and 


nfluetrlal conditions afforded a theme 
for Leslie M. Shaw, formerly secretary 
of the treasury, who submitted to aa 
nterview here. Mr. Shaw said: 


"If I judge correctly, the people will 


hare exactly what they expect. If 
those who have money in the banks 
withdraw it and lock it up; if the 
banks refuse to grant accommodations 
and if the consuming public decline to 
alace orders, then we will very soon 
•witness the effects.' Let those who 
think that times of disaster follow 
:ach other at regular intervals bear 
in mind that this country never yet 
experienced a. period of severe depres- 
sion that was not traceable to finan- 
ial or economic agitation or legisla- 
tion, and usually to both. 


"Our iarms produce more than $6,- 


500,000,000 per annum, and the pros- 
pect is good for an average crop. Our 
mines yield more than $5,500,000,000 
and our forests more than $1,000,000,- 
000, and neither of the sources of 
wealth has been exhausted. The out- 
put of our factories, in other than food 
products, is $12,000,000,000, and no fire 
has been extinguished. 
The railways 


earn more than $2,000,000,000, and 
they are all in successful operation. 
The payrolls of our factories and rail- 
ways aggregate approximately $3,500,- 
000,000, and) the scale.- of wages has 
not been reduced. In other words, the 
real sources of the people's wealth 
have not yet been affected, and the 
ability of industrial concerns to pay 
dividends is not measured by the mar- 
ket price of their stocks. Logical rea- 
sons for serious conditions are there- 
fore wanting. 


"In 1893 the redemption of green- 


backs in silver instead of gold was 
openly advocated; the party in power 
was under promise to remove the pro- 
tective tariff from our industries, and 
the free coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1 was championed by promi- 
nent members of both parties. The 
country might have survived any one 
of these sources of alarm, but it could 
not survive all three. At this time no 
one questions our financial system, 
and the tariff will not be touched for 
at least 18 months. 


"Some check in the speed at which 


we are going is most desirable, and 
the checking process has probably be- 
gun. It will not require a fair measure 
of confidence and courage to prevent 
UTIPUO retardment of our industries. 
Capital can not be forced into activity, 
but it can be forced out of activity. I 
have never seen the time when univer- 
sal sanity was more essential to our 
well-being."

Cause of the Sharp Decline In Prices 


the Past Week. 


New York, Aug. 19.—The decline in 


prices which has been in progress for 
some time past continued during the 
past week, with many securities reach- 
ing their lowest- quotations in years. 
Successive waves of liquidation during 
the last few months have swept away 
the profits of years and have male the 
stock market extremely sensitive and 
vulnerable to Americans. The contrib- 
uting causes to the situation have been 
and are the fears of further restrictive 
campaign against corporations by the 
next congress and the legislatures of 
the various states,. higher rates for 
money with reduced supply of avail- 
able funds, apparent indifference to 
the decline in stock prices on the part 
of interests with large capital invest- 
ments at stake, visible signs of weak 
spots in the trade situation and mon- 
etary conditions that preclude any 
hope of immediate aid from Europe 
for American business enterprises or 
stock market operations. 


The week b'egan with the market tra- 


der a cloud. Liquidation had not run 
its course even after the 10 and 15 
point decline of preceding week. 
The 


heavy reduction in loans, the previous 
Saturday, hardly compensated for the 
large loss in cash, and with another 
government report on the Standard 
Oil company, published on Monday 
morning, \Vall street began the week 
nervous and apprehensive. Combined 
with this were the expressions of a 
cabinet member concerning the pro- 
posed plan of prosecution of corpora- 
tion managers who violate the law. As 
a result, holders of securities did not 
know how long their shares would be 


arnunc from attack. Fears of further 


proceedings against corporations made 
the capitalists back of them indifferent 
as to the outcome, and it was obvious 
that they were giving no support to 
the market. 
This indifference was a 


valuable asset to the speculators for 
the decline, and they offered 
prices 


down with continuing success. Xews 
developments helped to play into the 
hands of the element working for low- 
er prices.
